MAY LAND CARGO, FREE OF DUTY ! 


Spanish Authorities Will Allow the 


Comal To Unload at Matanzas. 

Washington, September 25.—A statement 
was issued by the war department tonight 
that the Cuban commission had effected an 
arrangement with the Spanish authorities 
whereby the steamer Comal, carrying a 
cargo of supplies for the suffering people 
of Cuba, would be permitted to land her 
cargo at Matanzas free of duty. This is 
the text of the war department’s state- 
ment: 

‘‘The Comal has been ordered to sail for 
Matanzas, where her stores will be dis- 
tributed under the direction of a commis- 
sion to be agreed upon by the commissions 
on evacuation.”’ 

This indicates the adjustment of a ques- 
tion that promised for several days to De- 
come serious. The Spanish authorities, still 
maintaining Spain's right of sovereignty 
over the island of Cuba, refused to permit 
the Comal to land at Havana without the 
imposition, upon her cargo of duties 


amounting to $60,000.

Manila, September 25.—The Filipino con- 
gress is engaged in the consideration of 
the question of raising funds to defray the 
heavy expenses of the maintenance of the 
army pending a decision by the Paris con- 
ference. Hitherto the army of the Filipinos 
has been chiefly supported by public gub- 


| scription, but now the native government 


contemplates the imposition of various 
taxes. The inhabitants of the northern 
proyinces, however, especially of Pampang 
and Ilocos, flatly refuse to pay land or 
poll taxes because it was the popular im- 
pression that the revolutionists would abol- 
ish taxation entirely. 

The natives of Pampang and Pangasinan, 
the two richest agricultural provinces of 
the island and those of Ilocos and Zam- 
bales, who are the sturdiest mountaineers, 
distrust the Tagals and insist upon the es- 
tablishment of an American protectorate.

Jacksonville, Fia., September 25.—Secre- 
tary Alger and party, consisting of General 
Sternberg, surgeon general; General Lud- 
ington, quartermaster general, and others, 
spent the day in Jacksonville visiting the 
camp of the Seventh army corps. The dis- 
tinguished party was imet at the station 
by General Lee and a committee of citi- 
zens. General Alger proceeded at once to 
the camp of the first uwivision and during 
the day inspect€@ the three division hos- 
pitals, going through every He 
shook hands and spoke encouraging words 
to the sick men, and in one instance a 
discharge was asked for by a sick man. 

. His name was taken and the secretary said 
that it would be attended to. The regi- 

ments of the three divisions were reviewed, 
that of the third division being after dark, 
with only the light from the moon, hid 
behind a hazy sky. At the conclusion of 
his labors, Secretary Alger said, in re- 
sponse to a question: 

“Tl ‘am highly delighted with all that I 
have seen and am very agreeably sur- 
prised at the conditions that I find existing 
in Camp Cuba Libre.” 

As Jacksonville has been considered to 
have the best ana healthiest camp in the 
country, his statement means much, 

Secretary Alger’s Remarks. 

A luncheon was tendered to the secretary 
and party at noon, and in response to @ 
toast, drank standing, he said: 

“J have visited Jacksonville once or 
twice before, but never with the same in- 
terest as today. I have listened with 
pleasure, but with no surprise, to the reso- 
lutions that have been read as to how 
the citizens of Jacksonville have got along | 
with General Lee. Any one can get along 
with him that will let him have his own 
way. I know him pretty well and you 
have been sagacious in making him believe 
that he was running things here. I am 
giad to hear that the soldiers have been 
orderly here, and of course that has been 
due to General Lee. (Laughter.) The 
health of this camp has been better than 
that of any other in the country.

London, September 26.—A special dis- 
patch from Shanghai says that Kang Yu- 
Wei’s brother has been arrested in Pekin 
and condemned to death. The dispatch also 
says that Sir Claude MacDonald, the Brit- 
ish minister, gave instructions that Kang 


Yu-Wei should be protected from arrest. 
The British consulate holds his baggage 
and documents referring to state secrets. 
The Russians are incensed at the latter 
fact, and it is reported that Russia has 
offered the dowager empress the services 
of 10,000 troops from Port Arthur to keep 
order in Pekin if necessary. It is stated 
that the British fleet in Chinese waters has 
been divided between Taku and Shanhaik- 


wan under orders to intercept Russian 


transports in the event of an attempt to 


land troops. 
The Times’s Shanghai correspondent tel- 


egraphs: 

“On the arrival of Kang Yu-Wei at Wu 
Hung he was placed for safety on board 
the steamer Ballarat, which sails for Hong 
Kong tomorrow. In the course of an in- 
terview yesterday he informed me that he 
left Pekin on Tuesday ®™ compliance with 
a secret message from the emperor warn- 
ing him of his danger and urging him to 
obtain assistance from those interested in 
the country’s welfare. He further stated 
that recent events were entirely due to tne 
action of the Manchu party, headed by 
the dowager empress and Viceroy Yung 
Tu. and including all the high Manchu of- 
ficials. The latter were displeased by the 
emperor leaning toward the reform party, 
and decided te restore the regency of the 
dowager. The dowager empress’ party 
is bound by an understanding with the 
Russians whereby the latter, in considera- 
tion of the support of the Russia inter- 
ests, undertake to preserve Manchuria as 
the seat of the dynasty and to maintain 
Manchu reign in China, In pursuance of 
this compact, the gradual] substitution of 
Manchus in all high offices and military 
commands began last year, under the di- 
rection of the dowager, thus creating 
sources of friction with the emperor, 
whose dethronement was frequently threat- 
ened. The present movement is entirely 
Manchu as opposed to Chinese. The influ- 
ence of Li Hung Chang is now subordi- 
nate to that of Yung Tu, and is likely to 
decrease. 

“The emperor's health is excellent, and 
his capacity for work and eagerness for 
progress are remarkable. His majesty is 
convinced, however, that it will be im- 
possible to overcome the difficulty without 
the assistance of England, which he en- 
deavored to obtain for his recent progres- 
sive measures. 

“Kang Yu-Wei urges that England will 
now have opportunity to intervene and re- 
store the emperor to the throne, by doing 
which, he asserts, she wil] earn the grati- 
tude of the Chinese people. He also ob- 
serves that unless protection is afforded 
to the victims of the coup d'etat it will be 
impossible henceforth for any native offi- 
cial to support British interests.’’ 


Li Hung Chang’s Rival Arrested. 

London, September 26.—The Times's 
Pekin correspondent says: Chang Yen 
Hoon, the Cantonese enemy and rival of 
Li Hung Chang, who is charged with har- 
boring Kang Yu Wei, has been arrested. 
Jie is now under trial of the board of 
punishment. He will be stripped of al] his 
officers, his removal giving increased power 
to Li Hung Chang.

DEATHS IN RAY’S REGIMENT.

Guantanamo, Cuba, September 25.—Two 
deaths from yellow fever, one pneumonia 
and twenty-five believed to have been 
caused by malaria are reported to have 
occurred since August Mth umong Colonel 
Ray's troops and the companies of the 
Third volunteers, numbering 640 now here. 
The condition of the troops is improving. 
Yesterday the men were given fresh meat, 
a number of head of cattle having been 

purchased by Colonel Ray at $75 each, 

General Perez and 3,000 Cuban troops have 
arrived, and are receiving rations. They 
are waiting instructions from the junta to 
disband. 

The city, it is believed, has less than 1,000 
rations, and the condition of the residents 
of the country districts is bad, owing to 
the lack of clothing and supplies. These 
people are not allowed to enter the city.

London, September 26.—The Daily News 
this morning publishes a report of an in- 
terview with Comte wWsterhazy, in the 
course of which the count admitted hav- 
ing had a conversation with Mrs. Rachel 
Beer, wife of the editor of The Observer, 
on. the 16th instant, but denied energeti- 
cally that he had made the avowals cred- 
ited to him. He then produced a long let- 
ter which he had addressed to Mrs. Beer 
last week, giving a general denial in ad- 
vance to anything which might be pub- 
lished without his signature and protesting 
that he “had been deceived’ by lying dem- 
onstrations of friendship on the part of the 
managers of The Observer when far from 
foreseeing the scandalous maneuver of 
which he was then the extended object. 

Incidentally, Confte Esterhazy declared 
that the pretended witnesses to the rela- 
tion were utterly sgnorant of the French 
language. 


“The above mentioned letter, dated Sep- 
tember 2ist, is,’ the paper says, “apparent- 
ly all that Count Esterhazy is able to sub- 
mit in disproof of admissions which are 
now everywhere in London accepted as 
facts. 

“Count Esterhazy mede not the slightest 
attempt to deny The Observer's categori- 


cal statements to Mrs. Beer, the enterpris- 
ing editress of The Sunday Times and the 
actual directress of The Observer.’’ 


Says Dreyfus Will Be Lynched. 
Paris, September 25.—Paul Deroulede 
presided at a meeting held today for the 


purpose of protesting against a revision of . 
the Dreyfus proceedings, at which he made — 


a speech violéntly denouncing M. Brisson 
and all the prominent supporters of re- 
vision and declared that if a revolutior 
broke out and the scaffold was erected i¥ 
Paris the first head to fall ought;to be that 
of M, Clemenceau, 

If Dreyfus ever returned to France, M. 
Deroulede asserted, he would be lynched. 

In conclusion he announced the intention 
to reconstitute the league of patriots, which 
the government formally dissolved, and a 
resolution to this effect was carried by ac- 
clamation, 

Slight demonstrations were made late this 
afternoon, but the crowds which gathered 
were quickly dispersed by the police. 

Beyond a few scuffles during the single 
police charge in dispersing the supporters 
of M. Deroulede no disturbance hag oc- 
curred, but large mumbers of extra police 
are on duty. 

Colonel Bennal, of the general staff, who 
has been in charge of the second depart- 
ment of the intelligence bureau in succes- 
sion to Colonel Henri, has been dismissed 
and sent to join his regiment. The reason 
for his disgrace has not been made publie.

MAKES “MUTUAL CONCESSION. 


International Joint High Commission 
Is Getting Together. 

Quebec, September 25.—The international 
joint high commissioners are getting very 
close together in the matter of adjusting 
the questio1 of trade relations between the 
two countries, and in doing this the great 
industrial interests of the United States 
are not to suffer. The assurance of a 
member of the American commission is 
given that the industrial system of the 
United Stetes will not be disturbed and 
that there is not the slightest reason for 
a2prehension on the part of Americans that 
any of the gredt industries are to be sac- 
rificed, 

It is practically settled now that the lum- 
ber question will be settled in a “manner 
satisfactory to both Americans and Cana- 
dians. It is probabie that the embargo on 
the export of Ontario logs will be removed 
and for this concession on the part of the 
Canadian government certain grades of 
Canadian pine lumber will be admitted at 
a reduced duty or free into the United 
States markets. The grade to be admitted 
free or at a reduced rate will probably be 
the higher grade of pine lumber, of which 
there is not a surplus in the United States 
market, 

Other’ questions, it is umderstood, will 
probably be settled on the same general 
equitable basis. it is likely that the con- 
ference will adjourn again during the pres- 
ent month to meet for a final session in 
Washington the latter part of November. 
So far as the agricultural products are 
concerned it is not likely that any ma- 
terial change will be made im present du- 
ties. Hay ig the only product that Cana- 
dians are particularly desirous to get into 
the United States, and they will probably 
not make a very streniious effort for that.

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FRANK WELDON’S GRIT. 


Story of How He Brought Candidate 
Wilkinson to Time. 

Dubiin, Ga., September 25.—(Special.)— 
In his report of the Hanson and Wilkinson 
speeches here Wednesday The Constitu- 
tion’s brilliant special correspondent, Mr. 
Frank Weldon, omitted some of the most 
interesting details of the incident in hich 
he himself figured most prominently. 

Mr. Weldon was obliged to interrupt Mr. 
Wilkinson almost at the outset of the 
latter’s speech, and the interruption seem- 
ed to have a depressing effect upon the 
orator, who never appeared afterwards to 
regain his wonted composure and self- 
confidence.

ARE SOLD IN LYONS 


Exports to Austria-Hungary Are on the 
Increase. 


OUR GOODS ARE IN DEMAND 


United States Consul at Vienna Sub- 
mits an Interesting Report. 


IMPORTS ARE FALLING OFF RAPIDLY 


Antwerp Consul Shows That Trade 
with the United States Is In- 
creasing Rapidly. 


Washington, September 25.—The United 
States consul at Vienna, in a report to the 
state department on the trade of Austria- 
Hungary for 1897, ascribes the general de- 
crease in exports. to this country to the 
fact that the same goods are now manu- 
factured in the United States and can be 
sola here at the same or lower prices 
than the Austrian goods. The report is 
that American silk ig being sold in Lyons, 
the. real silk center of Europe, and that 
French manufacturers are buying it in 
large quantities, especially that used for 


lining purposes to take the place of that | 


formerly imported from Austria and Ger- 
many. There is a falling off in the demand 
for pearl goods and for glassware, due to 
the popularity and _ superiority of the 
American product. It is frankly admitted, 
the consul says, that the American cut 
glass is finer and more elegantly cut than 
any manufactured in Europe. The Ameri- 
can bicycle, according to the consul, is 
finding favor with the wheelmen, notwith- 
standing its higher price over those of 
domestic make. He thinks that if United 
States manufacturers desire to get their 
wheels into the foreign market they should 
be satisfied with a little less profit and 
try to make easier terms for their agents. 
The wheels sent from America are gen- 
erally without mud guards, brakes and 
other necessities and the agent is put to 
the additional expense and trouble of sup- 
plying them. 


Demand for Canned Goods. 

There is a growing demand for Ameri- 
can canned goods, but high prices prevail 
because the goods go through the hands 
of middiemen. 

rhe consul at Antwerp, Belgium, reports 
that the exports from that country to the 
United States in 1896 were valued at $9,437,- 
700, an increase of 5 per cent over the pre- 
ceding year, and the imports direct from 
the United States in 1896 were valued at 
$37,504,800, an increase of 31 per cent over 
1895. 

An important increase in the consump- 
tion of beer is noted, amounting to about 
fifty-one gallons per capita. Figures also 
ars presented showing large increases in 
importations in a number of articles from 
the United States for the first eight months 
of the fiscal year 1897, over the correspond- 
ing period of 189, notably in starch and 
non-edible products, timber, rye, barley, 
oats, corn and buckwheat, 

From the Ghent consular district a report 
on the commerce for 1896 says the cotton 
mills are employing more and more Ameri- 
can ‘cotton. The demand for the raw ma- 
teriai is annually increasing by reason 
that the larger number of spindles set in 
motion. The importation of American 
hardware on the market shows considera- 
ble increase. The introduction of Ameri- 
can bicycles was also marked during 1896, 
and with present quotations United States 
manufacturers will probably compete with 
their foreign rivals. 


THE FUN AT CHUNNENUGGEE. 
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Prayers Were Said Interspersed with 
Pistols and Crap Games. 


Columbus, Ga., September 25.—(Special.)— 
With but little scrapping and considerable 
crapping, the big day of the Chunnenuggee 
colored camp meeting was pulled off to- 
day. 

Chunnenuggee is located five miles west 
of Union Springs, Ala., on the Central 
railway, and from time immemorial the 
negroes of this section have gathered there 
yearly to hold camp meeting. The meet- 
ing is noted as one of the largest affairs 
of its kind in this section of the south. 
As many as 10,000 have attended some of 
the : meetings. 

Today, the Sunday of the meeting, there 
were gathered at Chunnenuggee between 
5.000 and 7,000 negroes from all over Ala- 
bama and west Georgia. Even Birmingham 
sent a big delegation. Special trains ran 
from Columbus and from various Ala- 
bama points. The Columbus train consist- 
ed of fifteen coaches and carried 1,100 ne- 
groes to the camp meeting. The camp 
grounds cover hundreds of acres, mostly 
of virgin forest, and the scenes there to- 
day were interesting in the extreme. Hun- 
dreds of horses and wagons were stationed 
under the trees. The commercial spirit 
ruled the day and in the number of booths 
the variety of eatables for sale and the 
enterprise of the dealers it reminded one 
of the Atlanta niudway. Considerable 
money was made. The prominent feature 
of today’s religious services Wag an ad- 
dress by Bishop Turner, Daybreak was 
ushered in this morning by a jubilee in 
which hundreds joined. Many of them ha@ 
been up most of the night at the taber- 
nacle, Special officers, added to the regu- 
lar foree, preserved splendid order. Six 
men were arrested for selling liquor and 
a number for carrying concealed weapons. 
The armament of the day was pistols and 
razors and in a few cases bowle knives 
were prominently displayed. Crap games 
went on unceasingly out on the edge, and 
a few pistol shots occasionally indicated 
that there was scrapping as well. No fa- 
talities were reported. The Columbus spe- 
cial train returned tonight. Superintend-

CHARLESTON’S COTTON MILL. 


AL. Ait 


How the Experiment with Negro La- 
bor Is Holiing Out. 

Charleston, 8. C., September 25.—(Spe- 
clal,.)—President C. .O, Witte, of the 
Charleston cotton mil, declined today to 
deny or confirm the report that the direc- 
tors of the mill had about decided to do 
away with megro labor. A clipping from 
The Southern and Western Textile Ex- 
celsior, which stated that negro labor in 
the mill was to be abolished, was shown 
Mr. Witte. He said he knew nothing of 
such a move and added that tne !abor 
question was still under consideration by 
the directors. 

The Charleston mill has been working 
negroes for about a year. The mill was 
not prosperous wnder the white regime and 
Mr. O. H. Sampson, of Boston, made an 
earnest effort to have negroes put in. This 
was finally done. There came near being 
bloody riots when the white people were 
turned down for the blacks and on several 
occasiong attempts were made by the ex- 
operatives to mob the negroes. For a long 
while police guards had to be stationed 
about the mill at the clase of the day’s 
work to prevent bloodshed, though now 
there is no trouble and the negro laborers 
are moving along quietly with their work. 

The employment of the negro operatives 
has greatly decreased the weekly pay rolls 
of the company, as the hands are willing 
to work for less money than was formerly 
paid the whites. A few white people are 
still employed as overseers and the lke, 
but the .negroes are handling the ma- 
chinery. 

The mill officials are rather reticent about 
discussing the change of labor. They con- 
tend that they have had so much trouble 
about it that they are tired talking. From 
other sources, however, it is said that the 
plan is working satisfactorily and that the 
directors are very much pleased, especialiy 
with the fact that less money has to be 
paid out to the operatives from week to 
week. One apparent trouble is that the 
negroes are not steady enough for mill em- 
ployment. They drift about and live on 
nothing, while the white people all had 
families dependent on the mill wages for 
bread. This made the men and women re- 
liable and faithfu] operatives, though that 
is not exactly the case with the blacks. 
Efforts are made to fill the factory with a 
better class of colored people and when 
this is done there will be still less cause 
for dissatisfaction. 


GOLD HUNTERS RETURN WzZARY. 


Trail by Which They Sought Fields 
Was Impassable. 
Vancouver, B. C., September 25.—Brind- 
ley Mills and P. G. Grant, two members of 
a (Montreal Klondike syndicate, arrived 
here today after spending four months in 
trying to get through to the gold country 
over the Ashcroft trail. At Mud river they 
met Sir Arthur Curtis, an English baron, 
and his party. Sir Arthur mysteriously dis- 
appeared here and was never seen by a 
white man again. Mr. Mills is confident 
the Indians not only know all about the 
nobleman’s death. but where the body Is. 
They want $1,000 reward for bringing it 
out of the woods. The unfortunate noble- 
man, Mr. Mills believes, met with foul 

play.

We hardly think it necessary to re- 
mind our readers of what occurred at 
the commencement of hostilities. When 
the first note of war sounded the navy 
Was under steam and ready to receive 
orders. In fact, this department of the 
service was so effectively equipped that 
scarcely had the war commenced before 
the entire country was electrified by the 
announcement from the Philippines that 
Admiral Dewey had sunk the whole 


| Spanish fleet in Manila harbor without 


the loss of one single American sailor 
or the injury of one single American 
vessel. This was largely the result of 
preparation, and we may apply the same 
observation to the brilliant work of Ad- 
miral Schley ih sinking the fleet of 
Admiral Cervera off the coast of San- 
tiago. But while the navy was thus 
ready for successful work when the 
war begun, the army was not; and we 
speak with the utmost deliberation when 
we say that it never did become so. In 
the beginning, weeks elapsed before the 
work of getting the army of invasion 
ready was fully under way and then 
the greatest confusion and delay was 
experienced in mobilizing and trans- 
porting the troops. Since the army of 
invasion was composed of volunteers as 
well as regulars it was inevitable that 
there should be some obstacles encoun- 
tered; but when the troops commenced 
to pour into camp it was found that 
they not only differed in tactics from 
the regulars, but also that they differed 
among themselves. When order was 
finally evolved out of chaos and some 
measure of uniformity secured in the 
discipline of the army there was little 
time to spare, since the summer was 
well advanced and yellow fever had al- 
ready made its appearance in Cuba. If

experienced the frightful tragedies in 
hospital and camp which have made 
the country shudder within the past 
few months. Such being the case, too 
much stress cannot be laid upon the 
importance of reorganizing the military 
system of the government; and now is 
the time to agitate the matter when the 
necessity for some radical change is 
clearly apparent and when the horrors 
of the war, as well as the glories, are 
still fresh in the public mind. In thus 
calling attention to the defects of the 
military system of the government, we 
do not mean to exonerate officers who 
have been guilty of neglect or incom- 
petence. Such officers are more or less 
guilty. We mean to say merely that 
under better conditions of mobilization, 
transportation and discipline much of 
the distress entailed upon the army 
might have been spared. 

Before leaving the subject, we wish 
to call attention to the suggestion which 
Assistant Adjutant General L. C. 
Sherer, of the United States army, 
makes in this connection. This officer 
believes that many of the present dif- 
ficulties would be overcome by the cre- 
ation of a staff of officers whose duty 
it should be to constantly inspect the 
military system of the government and 
to keep it squarely up to the notch in 
discipline and {in uniformity. He recom- 
mends that the whole of the nation’s 
force be divided into regulars, regular 
reserves, militia and volunteers, and 
he states that this can be effected with- 
out removing the state troops from un- 
der the control of the stmte authorities. 
He states, furthermore, that under this 
arrangement the whole force of the na- 
tion can be given the benefit of uniform 
methods and instruction, thus raising 
the military strength of the government 
to the highest degree of efficiency. We 
do not undertake to weigh the above 
suggestion from the technical  stand- 
point, but purely from the standpoint of 
the layman; and we are disposed to 
feel that Assistant Adjutant General 
Sherer is on the right track. But what- 
ever may be the remedy for existing 
evils, we hope to see it applied speedily. 


Mistaken Identity. 

Miss Marion Grace Perkins spoiled a 
lot of weeping on the part of her friends 
and saved her family the expense of 
a funeral by her opportune appearance 
at Middleboro, Mass., the other day. Her 
dismembered body had been prepared 
for burial, her friends and relatives had 
prepared themselves for the funeral or- 
deal, and the newspapers were prepared 
to give ornate description and illustra- 
tion to an event of so great prominence, 
when Miss Perkins arrived on the scene 
and smashed all of these various prep- 
aration. 

The dismembered body of a young 
woman, treated a la Guldensuppe, had 
been found in the water off Bridgeport. 
Miss Perkins, it developed in the course 
of the search for a key to the mystery, 
had disappeared with a lover and foul 
play was suspected. The father of the 
young woman identified the body as 
that of his daughter; the dentist who at- 
tended to her teeth was positive that 
the teeth were those of Miss Perkins, 
and, in all respects, the identification 
was complete. The body was, accord- 
ingly, turned over to the grieved fath- 
er, and the funeral was about to occur 
when the real Miss Perkins arrived to 
show herself very much alive. 

The young woman has treated the 
whole matter as very much of a joke, 
and certainly she is in a very much 
better position to laugfi than she would 
have been had the identification of her 
friends been correct; but there is not 
much to laugh at tn these cases of tmis- 
taken identity. There is something 
decidedly grewsome about them. The 
possibility of such mistakes in 
death is no- greater than the 
possibility of cases of mistaken identity 
among the living, and the thought of 
being held responsible for somebody 
else’s sins, when we all have enough of 
our own to bear, is not pleasant. 

There have been many such episodes, 
many narrow escapes from punishment 
for another’s crime, and there is good 
reason to believe that more than one 
man has suffered punishment and even 


number of queer stories « 
mistaken identity. e New York 
Herald has an column about 
cases somewhat similar to this last one. 
The Herald recalls, for instance, the case 
of Captain John Buckson, who lived 
with his wife, Nancy, in Rhode Island. 
The two had often quarreled, and after 
an outbreak sufficient in vehemence to 
attract the attention of the neighbor- 
hood, the two disappeared. A few days 
later the body of a woman was discov- 
ered buried near the Buckson house. 
The body was that of a woman, and 
was dressed in Mrs. Buckson’s clothes. 
The identification was made by those 
who knew her intimately and was in 
every respect complete. Buckson was 
finally caught in New York and was 
placed on trial. He protested his in- 
nocence, but the proof against him was 
so complete that he would undoubtedly 
have been hanged had not Mrs. Buck- 
son put in a timely appearance just as 
the judge was charging the jury. She 
had been visiting up in Vermont, and 
had not heard of her own death until 
her husband's trial for her murder was 
about completed. It afterwards devel- 
oped that the woman whose body had 
been found had, with several compan- 
ions, robbed the Buckson house, After 
she had put on Mrs. Buckson’s clothes 
and jewels, she was murdered by her 
accomplices. 

A double case of mistaken identifica- 
tion was that of a body found in the 
North river. It was twice identified 
with great positiveness, but had finally 
to be buried as unknown. First the 
body, which was of a remarkably hand- 
some woman, was pronounced that of 
Ada Ricard. The identification by her 
husband was most complete, going into 
peculiar scars and even to a picture 
tattooed upon the back. Mrs. Ricard 
put in an appearance just in time to 
stop her own funeral. Then the body 
was identified as a Miss Callahan, of 
Boston, but Miss Callahan was found 
alive in a hospital. 

Among the other cases cited are sev- 
eral from Europe. The robbery of a 
mail coach running from Paris to Lyons 
and the murder of the postillion result- 
ed in two complete sets of identifica- 
tions, from each of which an official 
death occurred. 
arrested for the murder, and was identi- 
fied by nine persons. He was found 
guilty and guillotined. He protested 
his innocence to the last. Five years 
later Duboseq was arrested for this 
same crime. The same nine witnesses 
identified him as the murderer, and 
swore their first identification was wrong. 
Duboseq was also gufiotined, though he, 
too, swore to the last that he was in- 
nocent. 

Another instance of the same nature 
grew out of a robbery of a woman who 
kept a public house. Thomas Gedderly 
was a waiter in the house and commit- 
ted the robbery. A man was identified 
as Gedderly, was convicted of the crime, 
and, as robbery was then punished by 
death, was duly hanged. A short time 
afterwards the real Gedderly was arrest- 
ed for another theft and then acknowl- 
edged his identity. An innocent man 
had been hanged! 

These are but a few of many cages. 
Naturally, they tend to weaken the force 
of the most complete identifications, 
especially those often hastily made by 
police authorities. In the Bridgeport 
case the mystery has not yet been 
cleared up. Miss Perkins has greatly 
disappointed the police and the sleuths 
of the newspapers, and as yet, they have 
been able to find nobody to take her 
place. 
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Mount Vesuvius. 

Cablegrams received from Naples with- 
in the past few days state that Vesu- 
vius is again in active eruption and that 
for some distance around the mountain 
the lowlands and valleys are filled with 
molten lava. If the facts are correctly 
reported, the eruption is decidedly the 
worst that Vesuvius has furnished since 
1872. 

In that year widespread destruction 
was wrought. Dwellings, vineyards and 
property of every kind within the neigh- 
borhood of the mountain were ruthless- 
ly swept away and hundreds of lives 
were lost. As the result of the present 
eruption several lives have been report- 
ed lost and considerable property de- 
stroyed. Great excitement prevails in 
that immediate locality. Naples is too 
far off to be in any danger, but the in- 
habitants of that city are not wholly free 
from uneasiness, | 

Vesuvius has been in the habit of 
startling the world with periodic erup- 
tions for the past eighteen hundred 
years. The first demonstration of this 
kind by which the mountain attracted 
attention to itself occurred in 73. This 
was soon followed by the celebrated 
eruption of 79, which was so violent 
and destructive in its character that 
it completely buried the cities of Pom- 
peli and Herculaneum. So completely 
were these cities buried underneath the 
molten lava of Vesuvius that nearly 
eighteen centuries were elapsed before 
the sites upon which they stood could 
be determined. Excavations are still 
going on among the ruins of these cities 
and every few months some startling 
discovery is made. When the eruption 
of 79 occurred Pompeli was a city of 
some importance, rontaining several 
thousand inhabitants, but Herculaneum 
was only a small village. 

Other eruptions of greater or less con- 
sequence have occurred in 203, 472, 512, 
685, 993, 1036, 1138, 1306, 1500 and 1631. 
What the future holds in store for Ve- 
suvius can only be surmised in the light 
of the past.

The Jews and the War. 

On account of the commercial spirit 
for which the Jews are distinguished, 
there exists the impression that the 
Jews are not good fighters; but if the 
facts of history are consulted it will be 
found that such is not the case. Indeed, 
the records of our own country are 
strong witnesses to the contrary. Not 
only in the present war with Spain, but 
in every former war which we have 
waged with foreign enemies, the Jews 
have acquitted themselves with signal 
credit. 

This observation is called to mind 
by the order which Adjutant General 
Corbin has recently issued granting fur- 
loughs to the Jews in the United States 
army pending the observance of the 
New Year festivities of that race. While 
it may be rather out of the usual order 
to make distinctions. between soldiers on 
thetscore of religion or nationality, still 
the order of Adjutant General Corbin 
calls attention to the debt of gratitude 
which the country owes to the Jews, 
and there will be little disposition to 
criticise him in the matter. 

When. President McKinley first called 
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Jews in both the naval] and the military 
conflicts at Santiago. The record of 
the entire war is bright with the sacri- 
fices which they cheerfully and bravely 
made upon the country’s altar. ‘Includ- 
ing both branches of the service, it is 
conservatively estimated that there 
were not less than four thousand Jews 
enlisted on the American side in the 
late war with Spain. 

‘While on this line we may as well 
make use of some information which 
has recently come to hand concerning 
the contributions which the Jews have 
made to former American wars. Going 
back to the time of the first revolution, 
we find enrolled among the patriots of 
that eventful period such men as Ben- 
jamin Levy, Mordecai Sheftall, Joseph 
Bloomfield, Samson Levy, Joseph Ja- 
cobs, David Franks, Mathias Bush, 
Isaac Franks, Michael Gratz, Barnard 
Gratz, Benjamin Hart and Moses Morde- 
cai. These Jews offered active resist- 
ance to British. oppression, and many of 
them either shouldered muskets or 
buckled on swords in the cause of 
American independence, Besides these 
whom we have named, there were many 
others who participated in the struggle. 
In view of the comparatively small num- 
ber of Jews living in the colonies dur- 
ing the time of the revolution, they cer- 
tainly contributed their full quota to 
the cause of American independence. 

When the war of 1812 began there 
were barely more than 6,000 Jews living 
in the United States, but in addition to 
furnishing scores of private soldiers and 
sailors to the government they also fur- 
nished such officers as Colonel Nathan 
Myers, General David DeLeon, Colonel 
S. M. Hymans, Colonel Leon Dyer, Sur- 
geon General Moses Levy and Colonel 
Israel Moses. 

We might take up separately each of 
the subsequent wars, including the Mex- 
ican war and the late war between the 
states, in each of which the Jews ex- 
hibited the highest order of courage; 
‘but we content ourselves with observing 
merely with respect to the late war be- 
tween the states that there were 7,984 
Jews employed on both sides of that 
struggle. 

Thus it will be observed that the Jews 
are good fighters. They do not wan- 
tonly provoke difficulties, but they are 
faithful to the obligations of citizenship 
and of patriotism, and when the time 
comes for them to put their chivalry to 
the test they have it within their pow- 
er to prove that the descendants of the 
men who followed Joshua have not de- 
generated in valor. 


—— 
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American Interests in China. 

The announcement that an American 
syndicate has just been granted one of 
the most valuable railroad concessions 
that has yet been given by the authori- 
ties of China has a natural tendency to 
draw attention to the possibilities of 
China as a field for American enter- 
prise. & 

This syndicate, of which ex-Senator 
Calvin S. Brice is the head, has been 
granted the right for the construction of 
a railroad through one of the most pop- 
ulous sections of the Chinese empire un- 
der terms which are regarded by cap- 
italists as exceedingly liberal. The 


American company is composed of men ! 


of wealth, and judging by the names of 
those connected with the enterprise, it 
will not fail for any lack of funds. 

This movementisof general interest 
not so much in itself as from what it 
may mean as the pioneer American cn- 
terprise of magnitude in the Chinese 
empire. While the great value of Chi- 
na has all the time been understood by 
the business men of European nations 
used to handling great enterprises, our 
consular representatives in China have 
had little success in making American 
capital see the possibilities in that di- 
rection. There have been efforts to 
push American commerce on a compar- 
atively small scale, but until now there 
has been no substantial movement of a 
large character. 

There is every reason to believe, how- 
ever, that American capital will be high- 
ly suecessful in China. The Chinese 
government has all the time been 
friendly to this country and American 
enterprises are not apt to run against 
the vexatious embarrassments which 
rival diplomacy has endeavored to throw 
in the way of the enterprises of the dif- 
ferent European syndicates that have 
endeavored to operate in that territory. 

There is no limit to the possibilities 
of American commerce with China. It 
is a vast territory with a vast popula- 
tion, and in a.sense, is the one section 
of the world where there are really great 
possibilities of commercial development. 
Naturally, this territory belongs more 
properly té the United States than to 
anv other nation, for the great highway 
of the Pacific brings us in closer touch 
with the field than anybody else is. It 
is, in short, ours for the cultivation. We 
need it. As our commerce prospers in 
the markets of the world, so will the 
country at large prosper. 

There is every reason to believe that 
with proper encouragement the greater 
part of this vast commerce can be se- 
eured for this country, and that the 
beginning in the development of China 
to be made by this railroad syndicate 
will be followed by many similar enter- 


‘prises, which will benefit not only those 


directly connected with them, brt in- 
directly all the people of the country. It 
ia for this reason that the operations of 
the China Development Company will 
he watched with deepest interest by all 
of those who have an eye to the materi- 
al success of the tnited States of the

‘Born 
of the spirit,’ not any or all changes which 
mark this natural life-sometimes called 
new birth, the passing from death irto life, 
and so on; yet it is the change which per- 
manently makes a man’s character the 
better 

“Repentance toward God and faith in our 
Lord Jesus Christ are always associated 
with it, and riginteousness is its expression 
and growth. Such a condition is most ab- 
solutely demanded by sinful man and by 
the nature of God’s kingdom, which is the 
reign of God in the heart. 

“This differs from all other changes. 
Being born again is not the matural birth 
from whomsoever descended. It is not a 
hereditary trait. fBorn of Jew or Gentile 
or Christian is not to be ‘born again.’ 

‘Baptism may symbolize, but does not 
constitute regeneration. Sprinkling an in- 
fant or dipping an adult is not te great 
change. Water of baptism has no mysiic 
efficacy. God has not clothed baptism with 
power either to forgive sins or renew the 
sinful heart. Nor does culture take its 
place. 

“Nicodemus says: ‘We know, we know;’ 
but learning is not life, and life must be- 
gin in birth. Religion, in whatever creed 
it writes its belief or however it may tax 
itself in inposing its ritual, may not be 
regeneration; indeed, it often ts a chief ob- 
Sstacle to it. The church sometimes ob- 
scures and hides Christ himself. 

“The Lord of the kingdom needs, demands 
and gives this great life eterna) gift. It 
is not an arbitrary demand, but as natural 
as the laws that regulate sight and sound 
in the world in which we now live. With 
great joy we hail the possibility of a new 
birth. His ‘must’ always means ‘we may. 
Be our life maimed and broken, lying be- 
Mind us like a howling wilderness, our 
hearts the home of every unclean thing, 
thank God, the Holy Spirit through Christ 
can new-create us in the long-lost image 
of God. The doctrine is no dogma of 
despair, but the goods news of hope and 
blessing to a dead world.”

True Story of Captain Cook at the San- 
tiago Engagement. 


From The Minneapolis Times. 

“I was never so astounded fn my life,” 
said Captain Cook, of the Brooklyn, to me 
Sunday morning, July 14th, as we were 
touring the harbor of Santiago in one of 
the cruiser’s steam launches. He had been 
talking most interestinly of the fight with 
Cervera’s fleet, a fortnight previous, and 


continued: 

“When we had seen the Vizeaya beached 
and were sweeping along under full head 
to cut off the Coion, I called a quarter- 
master to me and said: ‘Go down below 
and find out our casualties, Report to me 
quietly when you come back.’ 

‘I had seen Yeoman Ellis killed, and the 
wounding of the firemen had been reported 
but these casualties were comparatively 
early in the action. Since their oceurrence 
the Brooklyn had been hit hard and often. 
I knew one shell had penetrated and ex- 
ploded, and was as sure as I am of our 
victo that many had been killed and 
wounded. While the quartermaster. was ab- 
sent I tried to believe that our casualty 
list—exclusive of the two I knew of—would 
not reach forty. But in my heart I feared 
it would greatly exceed that number. 
‘“The quartermaster was gone for only 
a few nutes, and climbing into the con- 
ning tower, reported: 

** “None, sir.’ 

“ ‘Oh, nonsense,” T said. I didn’t ask you 
for tho killed alone: get the number hurt.’ 

“But the man—a cool, faithful, trustwor- 
oy seaman—persisted in his report, add- 
ng: 

**! saw the doctor, sir, and he said no 
one was hurt a bit except the two you

This statement was made by the secretary 
of war after the thad just concluded a 
thorough inspection of the hospital at 
Fort McPherson, and after having visited 
each ward and examined into the work- 
ings of the place. The visit not only con- 
vinced Secretary Alger that this hospital 
is the best in the United States, but that 
Atlanta is one of the best adapted cities, 
both in matter of climate and thealth con- 


ditions. in the United States, for the loca- | 


tion of a general hospital. 

Secretary Alger stated in another part 
of his address that he had issued orders 
to double the capacity of the hospital at 
Fort McPherson and that is soon as the 
work could be completed four hundred 
more men would be brought here. Al- 
though the hospital is now one of the 
most important in this country, its im- 
portance will increase and it will be one 
of the very largest army hospitals in the 
United States. 

The words of praise spoken by the sec- 
retary for the management of the hospi- 
tal are directed to Major Blair Taylor and 
his assistants, who have, since fever pa- 
tients began to arrive, devoted their en- 
tire time and attention to the sick men 
with such success that the death rate at 
Fort McPherson has probably been smaller 
than at any other hospital, and the num- 
ber of convalescent and discharged pa- 
tients larger, 

From the moment Secretary Alger walk- 
ed through the first ward of the hospital 
to the time he left the fort it could be seen 
that the hospital had made a most favor- 
gable impression on him and on the of- 
ficers accompanying him, and although he 
did not express a free opinion until speak- 
ing to the city authorities at the dinner, it 
at once became known that the hospitals 
at Fort McPherson would be doubled in 
size. 

Secretary Alger was so well pleased with 
the hospital] that he did not seem to say 
too much in praise of the conditions exist- 
ing there and in telling Atlantians what 
he thought of the place he did so in such 
a way that there was no room to doubt 
that the hospital is one of the best that 
has ever been established in this or any 
other country.

Small Boy the Victim of a Peculiar 


Surprised when some one touched him on 
the shoulder and whispered: “Put on your 
hat, young man.”’ In taking off his hat 
he had been guilty of as much indiscretion 
as a Jew would have been had he gone into 
a Christian chureh with his hat on. 

Nearly all the men wore white and black 
Striped shawls thrown loosely over their 
shoulders, Some of the worshipers when 
they first entered the house buried their 
faces in the shawl and then wrapped it 
about their shoulders. The shawls are worn 
as emblems of mourning for the destruc- 
tion of the temple at Jerusalem and to 
show contrition when offering up prayers 
to God. 

How the Services Were Conducted. 

Every member of the large congregation 
had a Bible, which, of course, contained 
only the books of the old testament, and 
was written in Hebrew. They also had 
prayer books from which they read aloud 
with the presiding priest. 

On the stage was the “Sacred Arh of the 
Covenant,” a symbo] which is to be found 
in all Jewish temples, and about the ark 
burned rows of wax candles, emblematicgl 
of light and hope. 

In front of the ark were five men, with 
their backs to the congregation. One of 
these was the Rev. Simonoff, the priest-in- 
charge, and the others were members of 
the congregation chosen for the occasion 
to assist the priest. : 

Three of the assistants held in 
their arms large circular plush cases in 
which were copies of the Bible written by 
special rabbis appointed for the purpose.

Community of Edgewood Has a Fight on 


Its Hands, 
RESIDENTS WANT SCHOOLS 


The Best Way To Get Them, However, 
’ Is Puzzling. 


THE LESISLATURE MAY HAVE TO DECIDE

THE COMMITTEE RECENTLY AP- 
pointed by a mass meeting of the citizens 
of Edgewood to take steps for the incor- 
poration of that community as a munici- 
pality has been at work recently preparing 
the bill to be presented at the next session 
of the legislature. 

The opposition that was shown to the 
incorporation when the question was first 
Suggested has not died out. There are still 
some of the citizens living in the district 
that believe a school can be established 
without incorporation, and these are work- 
ing with this idea in view. 

A movement has been started to have 
the community incorporated for school pur- 
poses only, and not have the expense of

maintaining a municipal incorporation, thus ! 


allowing all the revenue to be derived | 
from taxagion go for school purposes only. j 

The committee having in charge the mat- 
ter of incorporation is working vigorously. 
It has held several meetings to! perfect 
Plans for the incorporation. The two other 
parties having their pet schemes in view 
are also working, and the issue is becoming 
many sided. | 

The district which is wanted to be incor- | 
porated is that of Edgewood lying in the) 
eastern part of the county along the cor-| 
porate limits of Atlanta. If :s quite a pop- 
ulous neighborhood, and the property nold- | 
ers are anxious to have the incorporation 
for school purposes, claiming that it will 
increase the value of property and cause 
the town to build up much more rapidly 
than it is at the present time. 

Another privilege that is wanted is that 
of police protection. It is said by the resi- 
dents that there are numberless thefts and 
accidents that occur daily. There are a 
large number of negroes that are said to 
be boisterous and undesirable under pres- 
ent conditions. Some sort of police protec- 
tion is wanted for them, it is claimed by 
the residents. 

The factions that are springing up over 
the question of incorporation have started 
another faction that is opposed to incor- 
poration of any kind. Four plans will 
probably be urged before the legislature. 

It is probable that another mass meeting 
will be held very soon, and it is expected 
that a compromise will be reached. If this 
is not done, the supporters of the different 
sides say they will carry their claims to 
the legislature and let the question be set- 
tled there.

One of the largest crowds that has visited 
Piedmont park since the days of the Cotton 
States and International exposition was 
present yesterday afternoon to hear the 
concert of the Second Georgia regiment 
band. 

‘All day yesterday crowds went out to 
the camp to see the soldiers. The reiatives 
and friends of the boys flocked there in 
large numbers and spent the morning at 
the camp. In the afternoon the crowds 
continued to go to the camp and about 4 
o’clock’ the crowds became so heavy that 
the Consolidated was forced to put into 
service almost every spare car, 

Before 5 o’clock there were several thou- 
sand people on the grounds and the place 
took on new life. The soldiers were happy 
and mingled with the crowds, telling of 
their experience in camp. The officers 
showed the visitors over the place and 
those who had not relatives among the 
soldiers were treated courteously and were 
shown the interesting points about the 
camp. 

The exposition park iooked ag it used to 
during the exposition, and although a large 
crowd had been expected, the size of the 
one which went to the park surpassed the 
expectations of the soldiers and of almost 
every one. 

At 4 o’clock the concert by the regi- 
mental band was eld and was thoroughly 
enjoyed by the larg> crowd. The people 
gathered near the band stand and sat on 
terraces and stood in the walks listening 
to the music. The band wag at its best 
and the corcert was an unusually good 
one. 

The band of the Second regiment has 
been in service only about two months, 
and although there are many good musi- 
clans in it, the men mave not had a great 
amount of practice as a band. Considering 
the disadvantages under which the leader 
of the band has labored, the concert yes- 
terday and all the performances of the 
band were exceptionally good. 

The crowd at the park last night at the 
concert was a large one, and this concert 
Was equally as good as the one in the 
afternoon.

They were 
in ah alley and on the bare ground were 
throwing the dice for a nickel a throw.

mediately showed fight and it looked as 
if there was to be serious trouble. 

Now the Second Georgia boys in front of 
the car had not noticed closely what had 
been going on behind them, but when they 
did they acted with the quickness which 
gave them so much fame down at Tampa, 
when they regulated some of the regulars 
who wouldn’t behave themselves. 

Just how it was all done no one who wae 
present seemed to know except the two 
negroes, and they do not like to talk about 
ii. But the result was there to show for 
itself. In less time than ft takes a bat ta 
blink his optics the two irsolent negroes 
were wallowing in the dust on the asphalt 
pavement. They were too sore to rise with 
alacrity, and when they collected their 
thoughts and themselves the car was out 
of sight. 

A rmumber of people witnessed the finale 


of the episode from the sidewalks and when 


the car started off without the two negro 
passengers there went up a long, loud and 
lusty shout for the Second Georgia boys.

“Those Second Georgia boys are made of 
the right stuff, and if they had had a 
chance at the Spaniards they would have 
wiped the dagoes off the face of the earth.”
